Th e so-called great men w h o 
giv e th e imp ression of wanting no­ 
th ing bu t th e op p ortu nity to serv e, 
do seek h onors, wh ich are a form 
of comp ensation.

Too often su ch men are really 
not p artisan; th ey accep t h onors 
from eith er p arty .
